Sam Glenn followed some wise 
advice when he found himself in a 
bad job situation— his mother told 
him, first, don’t quit. And second, to 
have a frank chat with his boss at the 
small computer communications firm 
where he worked. 

Feeling trapped in an unhappy work 
environment is sending many people 
in search of solace and advice. With 
the economy sputtering and unem- 
ployment on the rise, these workers 
are trying to make the best of a bad sit- 
uation rather than not have a job at all. 

Experts say it’s critical at such a time 
to not burn bridges with an employer. 

“No matter how unhappy you are, 
it’s important to come in to work with 
your game face on so that you can be 
sure of retaining your current job 
while you’re thinking about finding 
another one,” said Mary Crane, a Den- 
ver-based consultant to Fortune 500 
companies and law firms. 

Glenn, 37, of Naperville, relied on 
his mother’s wisdom to survive a diffi- 
cult first job out of college. Stuck with 
an overbearing, short-fused boss, he set 
up a meeting with him and asked if he 
could have someone else supervise him. 

“I said, ‘Look, if you want me to do 
better here and get you the sales you 
want, I need a different supervisor. I 
don’t do well when Fm being micro- 
managed,’ ” Glenn said. “And No. 2, 
sometimes you yell a lot, and I don’t 
do well with people who yell at me.’ ” 


That might sound risky, but it 
proved a sound strategy. Inspired 
by that success, Glenn went on to 
become a workplace consultant and 
motivational speaker focusing on atti- 
tudes in the workplace. 

“Instead of going to a job you hate 
every day and living with all the stress 
and anxiety, you need to sit down and 
address it with the powers that be,” he 
said. Crane’s do’s and don’t’s for those 


dissatisfied with their current posi- 
tions include one that may be tough 
to follow: Don’t let co-workers know 
how unhappy you are— word might 
get back to the bosses. That means 
not mentioning it in conversations, 
text messages or e-mails. 

Some old-fashioned advice also can 
be helpful: Focus on a job’s upside. 

“The reality is that work is work, 
and it’s not always fun,” Crane said.

Potential actors’ strike has Hollywood sweating

LOS ANGELES Hollywood loves a good sequel, 
but here’s one it could do without: Another 
union strike just months after the town got up 
and running again from a devastating walkout 
by writers. 

The contract between the Screen Actors 
Guild and the Alliance of Motion Picture and 
Television Producers expires Monday, and 
negotiations have dragged on for weeks with 
no apparent headway 

SAG leaders have said they are willing to 
continue talking beyond the contract dead- 
line. Yet their hard-line rhetoric and a squab- 
ble with another actors’ union could put per- 
formers on the sidelines. 


UNIONS CLASH 

The Screen Actors Guild is a house divided. 
Its 120,000 members include 44,000 who 
also belong to the American Federation of 
Television and Radio Artists, and leaders of 
the two unions are at each other’s throats. 
AFTRA negotiated a contract similar to ones 
writers and directors accepted this year. 
SAG is holding out for a better deal. 


“If you’re a below- the-line worker, your blood 
is probably running cold, because they’re the 
ones that took the biggest hit from the writers’ 
strike,” said Jack Kyser, chief economist for the 
Los Angeles Economic Development Corp., 


which estimates the Writers Guild of America 
walkout cost the town $2.5 billion in lost wages 
and other revenue. 

A strike in July— or a potential actors’ 
lockout if producers decided to play tough— 
could delay the return of many fall TV shows, 
which normally would be going back into 
production then. 

Big-screen movies generally are in good 
shape through the early part of summer 2009, 
with studios rushing to finish production on 
most films before the actors’ contract expired. 

A few films such as “The Hannah Mon- 
tana Movie” and Tom Hanks’ “Angels & 
Demons” could be forced to shut down if a 
strike occurs.

Pregnancy ‘pact’ drew headlines, but teen pregnancies are at lowest level in 30 years

NEW YORK News of a cluster of at least 17 pregnant 
teenagers at a small Massachusetts high school 
recently made headlines around the world, but it 
came at a time when teen pregnancies and abortions 
in the US. are at their lowest points in 30 years. 

Pregnancies— whether they end in birth, mis- 
carriage or abortion— among women age 15 to 19 
dropped to 72.2 per 1,000 women in 2004, down 
from a peak of 117 per 1,000 women in 1990, 
according to the latest data compiled by New 
York’s Guttmacher Institute, which focuses on 
reproductive health research, policy analysis and 
education. While some 700,000 women age 15 
to 19 become pregnant every year, the rate has 
declined 36 percent since it peaked in 1990. 

The rate of abortions among teens also plummet- 
ed, to 19.8 per 1,000 women in 2004 from a high of 
43.5 per 1,000 in 1988. 

That’s the good news. 

The not-so-good news: The pregnancies at 
Gloucester High School in Massachusetts spotlight 
a potentially bigger problem. Despite decades of 
improvement and for reasons yet unknown, there is 
statistical evidence that the drop in pregnancy rates, 
the age of first sexual activity and contraceptive use 
among teens stalled after 2001. 

The exception may be in the teen birthrate. After 
a 14-year decline, the birthrate, meaning the number 
of live births, among women age 15 to 19 rose 3 per- 
cent in 2006 to 41.9 per 1,000 women from 40.5 per 
1,000 women in 2005, according to the US. Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention. 

Until more data are compiled, it is unclear 
whether the 2006 uptick in births was an isolated 
blip or the harbinger of a more significant and neg- 
ative change on the teen reproductive landscape, 
according to David Landry, a senior research asso- 
ciate at the Guttmacher Institute. 

At this point it appears likely that the unusual 
number of pregnant teens in Gloucester is an aber- 
ration. Time magazine’s report that the girls made 
a “pact” to deliberately become pregnant remains 
in dispute. Such a pact was denied by Gloucester 
Mayor Carolyn Kirk; by Lindsey Oliver, one of 
the pregnant students, who appeared on ABC’s 
“Good Morning America”; and in the Gloucester 
Daily Times by two other student mothers. In a 
statement issued Thursday, high school Principal 
Joseph Sullivan said he could not recall using the 
term “pact” in his interview with Time. 

U.S. leads in teen births 

The US. still leads developed nations in the rate 
of pregnancies, births and abortions among teen- 
age mothers, but it has whittled the numbers dra- 
matically through greater accessibility to and use of 
contraception, the tendency of teens to delay sexual 
activity longer than they did in the past and educa- 
tion programs, according to data compiled by the 
US. Department of Health and Human Services. 

Nonetheless, the Gloucester cases raise a ques- 



r" 
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tion about why, in a time when most sexually 
active teens use contraception, some 17 young 
women became pregnant. 

Some indicted the glamorization of pregnancy out 
of wedlock in popular culture, citing the recent preg- 
nancy of actress Jamie Lynn Spears, as well as such 
popular films as “Juno” and “Knocked Up.” 

“The fact of the matter would be you’d have to 
be pretty Pollyanna-ish to think the popular cul- 
ture doesn’t shape the social agenda for kids,” Bill 
Albert, chief program officer for the National Cam- 
paign to Prevent Teen and Unplanned Pregnancy, a 
Washington-based private, non-partisan and non- 
profit research group. “On the other hand, over the 
past couple of decades we have seen extraordinary 
progress. Teens have become more responsible” 
despite such popular culture influences, he said. 

Others, including Tony Perkins, president of the 
conservative Family Research Council, blamed the 
Gloucester situation on the availability of a free day- 
care center at the high school and comprehensive 
sex education, which includes information about 


contraception and abortion, as opposed to the absti- 
nence-only-until-marriage education programs 
funded by the federal government.

‘NOT AN IDEOLOGICAL QUESTION’ 

Cecile Richards, president of the Planned Parenthood Federation of 
America, thought it unlikely that on-site day care would prompt a stu- 
dent to get pregnant. It is more likely, she said, that the government’s 
sole emphasis on and funding for abstinence-only programs over the 
past decade has contributed to the stall in progress. 

“This is not an ideological question. You have to look at the data, and 
the data says abstinence-only has been a complete failure and a waste 
of money,” Richards said. 

Several studies, including a nine-year study by Mathematica Policy 
Research mandated by Congress and released last year, concluded 
that students in abstinence-only programs were no more likely to delay 
sexual activity, have fewer sexual partners or use contraception than 
students in comprehensive sex education programs. Studies also have 
found that students receiving comprehensive sex education were no 
more likely to have sex than those in abstinence-only programs. 
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Turnout at Chicago’s Pride Parade 
was higher than it has been in years 
past, as many participants wanted to 
celebrate California’s recent decision 
to overturn a gay marriage ban, orga- 
nizers said Sunday 

Parade organizer Richard Pfei- 
ffer estimated about 450,000 peo- 
ple— approximately 25,000 more than 
2007— attended the 39th annual cel- 
ebration Sunday in Boystown. Chicago 
police didn’t immediately have an offi- 
cial crowd estimate available. 

Celebrations were slightly ham- 
pered when a dancer fell off a float 
and cracked a leg bone. Pfeiffer said 
the parade was stalled for nearly an 
hour while she was transported to the 
hospital. 

Also, at least one person was arrest- 
ed during the celebration. Chicago 
police spokeswoman JoAnn Taylor said 
a 39 -year-old Aurora man was charged 
after a fight with another man. 

The theme of the march was “Live,

Safety review: Trains 
need immediate fixes

The best that can be said about the level 
of safety on the CTA rail system is that rid- 
ers are not putting their lives in jeopardy 

That’s far from high praise, but it’s 
the basic conclusion of an on-site safety 
review of the CTA rail system commis- 
sioned by the Regional Transportation 
Authority, which has oversight authority 
over the transit agency 

In essence, CTA trains are safe enough 
to ride, but many upgrades are necessary 
and should not be postponed, the RTA 
concluded in evaluating 14 key areas. 

Between January and mid-August of 
2007, 13 train derailments and five train 
collisions occurred in CTA rail yards, 
according to the safety review 

Another accident occurred the same 
week that the on-site review was con- 
ducted last year when two trains collided 
in front of the passenger platform at the 
54th/Cermak terminal on the Blue Line. 
At the time of the crash, the trains were 
being coupled, a practice that the review 
advised should not be done in the plat- 
form area. 

The safety audit found that the CTA 
is not conducting enough emergency 
response drills and that its construction- 
safety performance on the $530 million 
Brown Line reconstruction project “is 
not satisfactory.” 

Train operators also were observed at 
stations pulling their heads back into the 
control cabs before all doors were closed. 
The operators are required to keep their 
heads out the cab window while the doors 
are closing to ensure that no passengers 
become trapped and dragged. 

It’s not exactly the report card the Daley 
administration would want to receive on 
the CTA as Chicago competes to host the 
2016 Olympic Games against cities boast- 
ing world-class transportation systems. 

In terms of the areas of concern that 
the CTA should concentrate on first, the 
answer is all of the above. 

“When it comes to safety, prioritizing 
is not applicable,” said Grace Gallucci, an 
RTA deputy executive director who over- 
saw the audit, which was conducted by 
consultants. “Everything is important.” 

Bringing about improvement requires 
changing the culture at the CTA, Gal- 
lucci said. 

“Some of it has to do with the over-

all culture toward track maintenance and 
inspections,” she said. “We are suggesting 
that the safety practices are not perfect 
and should be strengthened.” 

CTA President Ron Huberman said 
Friday he is “working through the issues” 
identified in the report. “Corrective 
actions in many areas are complete,” he 
said. 

The CTA this month submitted a sta- 


tus report to the RTA briefly summarizing 
corrective actions taken so far and point- 
ing out instances in which the CTA dis- 
agreed with the RTA’s findings. 

In other instances, the CTA blamed 
insufficient funds to implement chang- 
es. For instance, the RTA pointed out 
that the CTA dropped its requirement 
that rail employees working in safety- 
sensitive positions regularly undergo 
medical examinations. The CTA said 
it cannot afford the $1.6 million annual 
cost of the exams. 

RTA officials said they don’t consider 
the CTA status report acceptable. 

“We are still waiting for a formal 
response,” said RTA spokeswoman Diane 
Palmer. 


Arson investigator 
shot eariy Sunday, 
prompting new 
safety guideiines

After a lone arson investigator was 
shot early Sunday as he poked around 
an alley where a Molotov cocktail had 
been tossed against a house, the Chica- 
go Fire department will change its poli- 
cy and have investigators work in pairs, 
the fire commissioner said. 

The shooting was the first time that 
a firefighter had been shot and wound- 
ed since about 1968, said Fire Commis- 
sioner Raymond 
Orozco. Para- 
medics have 
been shot at 
over the years, 
but department 
officials could 
not recall any 
being hit. 

The 1 8 -year 
department vet- 
eran, who has 
not been iden- 
tified, was in 
an alley behind 
a home in the 
2900 block of East 80 th Place at about 
4:35 a.m., working in uniform, when he 
was shot in the side and had to call for 
help on his radio. 

He was in serious but stable condi- 
tion Sunday afternoon, Orozco said. 
The 45-year-old investigator had been 
working arson cases for three years. 

“Our greatest concern is for his 
speedy recovery,” Orozco said, adding 
that the injuries did not appear to be 
life-threatening. 

Neither police nor Orozco could say 
whether the investigator was targeted. 

The Molotov cocktail was thrown at 
a window of a 2 story home at about 
3:30 a.m., but it bounced off a storm 
window and burned itself out in the 
alley, according to Orozco and a resi- 
dent of the home, Brenda Dean. 

Dean, 45, lives there with her 71-year- 
old mother, five children and a grand- 
child.

“There’s been 
a gang rivalry going on for about a 
month. There’s been shooting around 
here for almost a month. Every day. 
Everyday”

Online courses designed 
to help stru^iling students 


While hundreds of other summer 
school students have been struggling to 
pay attention to their teachers’ lectures 
for the past two weeks, Shavounta Hud- 
son will be able to stop and start her les- 
sons with the click of a mouse Monday 
as Chicago Public School officials launch 
online courses to help at-risk students. 

The test program aims to use online 
course work to help students make up 
credits in core freshmen classes including 
math, science, English and social studies 
and get them on track to graduate. Stu- 
dents can make up either one semester or 
a full year. 

The educators point to research show- 
ing that 9th graders who fall behind are 
less likely to graduate. 

Students must meet at the schools from 
about 8:30 to 11:30 a.m. four days a week. 
Those who need to make up more credits 
also will attend afternoon classes, officials 
said. 

Sandi Atols, a district manager, said the

courses will allow students to tap into 
PowerPoint presentations and lectures 
that are paired with course work and out- 
side reading lists. 

Students also will have online instruc- 
tors and teachers available to answer ques- 
tions. 

While students are required to have 
passed three out of four of the core class- 
es to move on to sophomore year, they 
must make up credits for all core classes 
to graduate, said Paige Ponder, a drop- 
out-prevention manager with the district. 
Students must have at least 24 credits to 
graduate. Ponder said.

Fireworks 
exports suffer 

LlUYANG, China Chen Tiezhong will likely 
spend the 4th of July worrying about 
the future of his sprawling fireworks fac- 
tory China, where fireworks were invent- 
ed, is running short of ports from which to 
ship the dangerous cargoes abroad. 

China’s fireworks industry provides 98 
percent of America’s overall needs and 
80 percent of the pyrotechnics needed 
for professional displays. But the U.S. 
fireworks business stands to lose $25 
million to $30 million this year because 
of lost orders, says Julie Heckman, exec- 
utive director for the American Pyro- 
technics Association.

Sweep revenge for the White Sox against the 
Cubs, Carlos Quentin, Brian Anderson and Jim 
Thome homered to back Mark Buehrle’s seven 
strong innings Sunday night as the White Sox 
completed their first sweep of the Cubs at US, 
Cellular Field by beating the North Side rivals 5-1, 
The White Sox won three straight at their 
home park, one week after the Cubs took three 
in a row at Wrigley Field, It was the Sox’s second 
sweep of the Cubs —the first came at Wrigley in 
1999, two years after interleague play began. 
Chants of “Sweep, Sweep” echoed through- 
out the ballpark after Thome launched his 522nd 
home run with two outs in the eighth to give 
the Sox a 5-1 lead and move past WiUie McCov- 
ey and Ted ^X^Uiams for sole possession of i6th 
place on the career home run list. 

The Cubs’ frustration became complete in 
the ninth when Mark DeRosa was doubled off 
second base after Jim Edmonds lined out to first 
with the Cubs attempting to rally against Sox 
closer Bobby Jenks, 

Buehrle (6-6) won his fourth straight decision, 
allowing six hits and an unearned run in seven 
innings in a matchup of lefties with the Cubs’ Sean 
Marshall (0-2), Marshall gave up three runs and 
five hits in seven innings, two of them homers. 
This season the two rivals met as first-place 
teams for the first time in interleague play and 
are still atop their respective divisions. The 
Cubs’ (49-33) lead in the NL Central was sliced 
to 2 V2 games with the loss and the White Sox 
(46-35) are i V2 ahead in the AL Central, 


WHAT’S NEXT ... 

... for the White Sox 

The Sox open the second half of the season with a 
bigger task ahead of them, starting Monday night 
with a three-game series against Cleveland. The 
Indians have lost six of nine to the Sox. “It’s going 
to make it or break it for us,” Cleveland manager 
Eric Wedge told reporters of the upcoming trip, 
which could dictate whether they decide to trade 
ace C.C. Sabathia, who will pitch Wednesday. 

... for the Cubs 

Manager Lou Piniella is already thinking about 
the rotation. “We have to make a decision on who 
leaves the rotation [upon Carlos Zambrano’s 
return from the DL] ,” Piniella said before Sunday’s 
game. “My initial thought was to put a nice young 
arm like [Sean] Gallagher in the bullpen. ... But 
let’s see how Sean Marshall pitches.” How would 
Gallagher feel if the Cubs got another starter? 

“I don’t worry about that,” he said. “I just worry 
about my next start.” [tribune, ap contributed. ]

Piniella gets tossed— 
then goes off on umps 

Cubs manager Lou Piniella was ejected 
Sunday night for the first time since his 
famous dirt-kicking episode during a 
Cubs-Atlanta game at Wrigley Field last 
season. 

It happened in the second inning, 
when Piniella came onto the field to pro- 
test first-base umpire Chad Fairfield’s 
ruling on an appeal of a called ball on a 
check swing by Joe Crede. 

After plate umpire Rob Drake saw 
Piniella on the field, he immediately 
ejected him, leading to more histrionics 
from Piniella. “You can’t argue balls and 
strikes,” said umpiring supervisor Richie 
Garcia, who has been monitoring the 


game at U.S. Cellular Field this weekend. 
“He knows that.” 

» Aramis Ramirez, who homered four 
times against the White Sox last week- 
end, went O-for-13 in the three games. 

» This year marked the first time in the 
history of the City Series that both the 
Sox and the Cubs were in first place. The 
all-time series is tied 33-33.

Brian Nolan of 
Woodridge was charged with theft relat- 


ed to Saturday’s fight in the upper deck 
at U.S. Cellular Field, police said. Nolan 
allegedly picked up some money that 
fell out of a woman’s purse and refused 
to give it back. That led to several fans 
punching Nolan. 

» Paul Konerko was too sore to take a 
flight to Join the Charlotte Knights, so the 
White Sox first baseman’s minor-league 
rehabilitation assignment was delayed at 
least one day. 

» Derrek Lee went 5-for-5 against the 
Sox on Saturday to match his career high, 
recording three singles and two dou- 
bles. But it apparently wasn’t enough to 
impress his young daughter, Jada. “She 
doesn’t care,” Lee said. “She Just says, 
‘Daddy, I told you to hit a home run today.

» Equestrian: Steffen Peters took the 
national Grand Prix dressage champi- 
onship and earned one of four Olympic 
berths Sunday by winning the freestyle 
event at the Olympic dressage trials at 
Oaks Blenheim Farms.

Holding off one of his best friends, 
Michael Phelps started his second 
attempt to break Mark Spitz’s Olympic 
record with another epic swim. 

Less than an hour later, the teenager he 
compares to a little sister joined Phelps 
in the record book. 

Phelps set a world record in his first 
event of the U.S. Olympic swimming 
trials, touching just ahead of Ryan 
Lochte to win the 400 -meter individu- 
al medley in 4 minutes, 5.25 seconds in 
Omaha on Sunday night. 

Katie Hoff matched her former 
North Baltimore teammate in the 400 
IM, taking down the women’s mark in 
4:31.12. 

Wearing the high-tech Speedo LZR 
Racer, Phelps beat his own mark of 
4:06.22, set at last year’s world champion- 
ships in Australia when he turned in one 
of the greatest performances in swim- 
ming history with seven gold medals. 

“That was probably one of the most 
painful races of my life,” the winner said. 
“Everything was left in the pool. I definite- 
ly would not have been able to do it with- 
out Lochte beside me. He’s a great friend 
and a great competitor. I love racing him.”

The 19 -year-old Hoff— playfully 
described by Phelps as the little sister he 
never had— showed no signs of the ner- 
vousness that ruined her first trip to the 
Olympics four years ago. The youngest 
member of the U.S. team, she was over- 
come by the moment and threw up on 
deck after failing to advance from her first 
event. 

All grown up, Hoff dipped under 
record pace on the breaststroke leg and 
held on with her freestyle to beat Steph- 
anie Rice’s mark of 4:31.46, set in March 
at the Australian Olympic trials.

R&B SINGER DWELE 
WEAVES HIP-HOP 
INTO HIS NEW CD 

The Detroit News 

Dwele is in a hip-hop kind of mood. 

The Detroit R&B singer just released 
his third album, “Sketches of a Man,” on 
Tuesda}^ It’s more hip-hop driven than his 
previous efforts. 

“It’s just where I am right now,” Dwele 
says. “I think my style is made up of soul, 
hip-hop and jazz, and I like to ride the 
fence on all of that. Right now. I’m hip- 
hop; that’s what I’m feeling.” 

It’s no wonder: Dwele is coming off a 
pair of high-profile cameos that pushed 
him further into hip-hop’s mainstream. He 
appeared on “The People,” a track from Chi- 
cago rapper Common’s 2007 album “Find- 
ing Forever,” and later joined Kanye West on 
the hypnotic “Flashing Lights” from West’s 
blockbuster 2007 CD “Graduation.” 

Now it’s time for Dwele to do some 
graduating of his own. 

“I’m Cheatin’,” the first single from 
“Sketches,” brought about a minor con- 
troversy when it debuted on MySpace 
earlier this year; fans thought Dwele was 
advocating cheating, though the song is an 
exploration of the split personality of the 
female character he sings about. She’s con- 
servative in public and dresses up for work, 
but lets her hair down and shows her wild 
side when she’s with him. In the song’s 
final chorus, Dwele sings, “I’m cheatin’ on 
my girl with my girl. ” 

Unaware of the lyrical nuance, angry 
fans wrote nasty letters asking him to 
explain himself; he wrote many back and 
did just that. He’s happy the song got peo- 
ple talking. 

“It’s one of those songs you have to lis- 
ten to the lyrics to really get the meaning.” 

“Flashing Lights” on the other hand? 
Dwele says he’s still not sure what that 
one’s about. 

“I’m assuming it’s about stuntin’,” or 
showing off, he says. “It’s more about the 
feeling of the song. And with that song, 
{West] captured a feeling, a vibe, and that’s 
what it’s about sometimes.” 

“Flashing Lights” went on to become 
one of the album’s most talked-about 
songs and made its way on to several crit- 
ics’ year-end top 10 lists. Dwele says 
“Flashing Lights” was “a good look” for 
him personally and professionally, and he 
now performs the song in concert. 

Dwele is about to go on tour push- 
ing “Sketches.” It coincides with what he 
calls a “new beginning” in his life. Having 
recently turned 30, he’s enjoying a new 
perspective of the world. 

“30 is the new 20 — I think there’s some 
truth in that,” he says, borrowing a quote 
from Jay-Z. “I think at 30, you’re more con- 
scious of what you’re doing in life, conscious 
of that little bit of youth you still have left. ... 
In away 30 is a new beginning.”

When R&B singer Dwele went in the studio to do his part on Kanye West’s “Flash- 
ing Lights,” Dwele cut his lines several different ways, adding various harmonies 
and vocal runs to his “what do I know-ow” hook.

STATE OF ILLINOIS 
HEALTHCARE AND FAMILY SERVICES 
PROPOSED CHANGES IN METHODS AND STANDARDS FOR 
ESTABLISHING MEDICAL ASSISTANCE PAYMENT RATES FOR 
CERTAIN SERVICES 

Pending enactment of the budget for fiscal year 2009, the Department of 
Healthcare and Family Services (HFS) proposes to change the methods and 
standards by which certain services are reimbursed under the Illinois Medical 
Assistance Program. 

• For dates of service on or after August 1, 2008, the socio-developmental 
component of the reimbursement rate for nursing facilities that are classified as 
institutions for mental diseases shall equal 6.6% of the facility’s nursing 
component rate as of January 1, 2006, multiplied by 3.53. This will result in an 
average increase of $3. 12 in the per diem rate. Implementation of this change 
will increase spending by approximately $5.2 million on an annual basis. 

• Effective for dates of service on or after July 1, 2008, the Department of 
Human Services, Division of Developmental Disabilities, is terminating the 
reimbursement methodology for host family community integrated living 
arrangement (CILA) that has been in place since June 1, 2006, as a distinct and 
separate approach to funding individuals in certain one- and two-person 
settings approved as host family. The division will now fund these settings 
using the existing CILA rate methodology for 24-hour supports that has 
remained in place for other one- and two-person non-host family settings. The 
per diem residential rate for individuals funded under the host family CILA that 
is terminating will increase on average by $27.05 to $134.79. The estimated 
annual cost of this change is approximately $450,000. 

• Pursuant to any implementation of federal rules affecting targeted case 
management (CMS 2237-IFC), the department will modify the payment 
methodology as necessary to meet such federal requirements. This may involve 
limiting case management services received by a client to a single case 
manager and establishing a new rate methodology based on a 15 minute billing 
unit. The implementation date of such changes has not yet been established by 
the federal Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS). Any change in 
payment methodology that may be ultimately imposed by the CMS is not 
anticipated to result in a net change in provider payments. 

• Effective for dates of service on or after July 1, 2008, vendors of homemaker 
services will have their rates increased by $1.70 per hour in order to increase 
the wages of their employees who provide homemaker services by at least 

$1 .00 per hour. Payments to such vendors shall also be increased by $1 .33 per 
hour to provide for health insurance for employee families who provide 
homemaker services. The estimated annual cost of this increase is about $79 
million. 

• Reimbursement rates for personal care services will be increased for dates of 
service on or after each July first, as follows: 

For 2008, hourly rates will increase by $0.50 to $9.85. 

For 2009, hourly rates will increase by $0.60 to $10.45. 

For 2010, hourly rates will increase by $0.75 to $1 1.20. 

For 2011, hourly rates will increase by $0.35 to $1 1.55. 

The annual cost for this increase will be $19 million in State fiscal year 2009. 

• For dates of service on or after July 2, 2008, the reimbursement rate for adult 
day care services will increase by $2.00 to $9.02 per hour. The annual cost for 
this increase will be $5.2 million in State fiscal year 2009.

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Origins: Unknown, but most likely originated 
in professional sports. It gained in popular- 
ity in the 1990s. 

What it means: Patti Wood, an Atlanta body 
language expert and author of “Success 
Signals,” says the symbolism of the chest 
bump is one of vulnerability and elation. The 
chest bumpers throw their arms back. Their 
hands are open, revealing they have no 
weapons. And they expose their chests and 
hearts, indicating they are vulnerable, joyful 
and non-threatening. For men— and most 
chest bumpers are male— the move says, “I 
want to be close, but I’m not feminine.” 

Step by step: Approach your chest-bump- 
ing partner, pull your shoulders back and 
extend your arms, palms open, to the side. 


Jump forward and bump the chest of your 
partner. 

Who’s doing it: President Bush, most pro- 
fessional athletes (who prefer the modified 
hip bump), tipsy guys in bars. 

Inherent dangers: This move has a huge 
potential for making you look stupid. Wood 
cites the Bush Bump as an example of a 
bump gone slightly wrong. The president, 
who instigated the bump during a gradua- 
tion ceremony at the U.S. Air Force Acad- 
emy, does not appear at ease with the move. 
His hands are clenched, his face in near 
grimace. Wood says, and his bump lacks 
the usual joy and exuberance. To Wood, the 
move indicates the president is uncomfort- 
able opening himself up to others.

HANDS 
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Origins: In the 1980s, when men started to 
discover their softer side, they developed the 
half-hug and back pat. 

What it means: There’s a lot going on with 
this simple-yet-awkward move. Those par- 
ticipating in the half-hug keep their hands 
open, indicating they are no threat. The body 
contact. Wood says, implies a certain level 
of affection and intimacy, but in a nonsexual 
way. The patting is a male way of showing 
affection through hitting. It says, “I love you, 
dude, but not in that way.” Women also adopt 
the back patting when they become uncom- 
fortable in an embrace. Wood says. 

Step by step: Approach the huggee and bring 
one arm around the back of your partner, 
touching shoulders and part of the chest, 
but avoiding full frontal contact. Pat your 
partner’s back with vigor. Manly swearing 
optional. 

Who’s doing it: Every male in the coun- 
try, if no one’s paying much attention to 
them. 

Inherent dangers: The inexperienced 
often panic. Are they holding the 
embrace for too long? Is someone 
going to question their masculinity? 

Rating: Three of five. 


Origins: In much of Europe the “V” sign is an obscene gesture 
along the lines of flipping someone the bird in this country. It 
may have had its origins in the 1300s, started by archers and 
symbolizing the drawing of a bow. Winston Churchill first used 
it to signal “V” for victory, and in the 1960s, the hippies adopted 
it as a sign for love. It later become associated with a gesture of 
peace. 

What it means: Beyond the message of love or peace. Wood 
says flashing the peace sign tells others of your own personal 
beliefs and asks in return, “Are you part of my tribe? Are you 
one of my people?” 

Step by step: Hold your hand up, palm facing outward. Curl the 
thumb, ring and little finger inward, leaving the index and mid- 
dle finger extended to form a “V” shape. 

Who’s doing it: Mostly dead guys including Winston Churchill and 
Richard Nixon; millions of hippies. Now that there is a war and pro- 
testers again, quite a few people are flashing the “V” although its 
popularity today pales in comparison to its use in the 1960s. 
Inherent dangers: Muscle spasms and the danger of running 
into someone who isn’t so peaceful. 

Rating: One of five. 




[ CHASE AGNELLO- DEAN/ 
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BACK PAT 
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^ THE HIGH-FIVE 


Origins: The high-five developed as an 
extension of the handshake in the 1970s. 
What it means: While the handshake can 
be sterile and perfunctory, the high-five 
symbolizes joy, elation and power. But 
because the palm is open. Wood says, 
the high-five conveys the feeling that 
while there is power, there is no threat. 
Step by step: Raise your hand above your 
head and, showing your open palm, slap 
the hand of your partner. The louder the 
slap, the better. 

Who’s doing it: Who isn’t? 

Inherent dangers: Novices may need to 
curb their enthusiasm until they develop 
a good high-five callous. Red palms are 
the beginner’s bane. 

Rating: Four of five— especially at times 
when celebrating a victory. It’s an oldie 
but a goodie. 


« THE DAP 


Origins: The “dap,” also known as the fist 
bump, seems to have been born in the 
muddy battlefields of the Vietnam War. 
The original version includes a lot of other 
movements, but time has distilled the dap 
to a vertical or horizontal fist bump. 

What it means: Wood says the dap conveys 
a sense of determination and power. After 
reviewing images of Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate Barack Obama exchanging 


a dap with his wife after learning he had 
claimed the nomination. Wood thought 
their dap conveyed a sense of being ready 
to conquer, and that they were unified in 
their quest.

High on that list also has to be imdb.com, 
the Internet Movie Database. 

IMDb dates back to the early days of 
the Internet. It was begun as a hobby by 
a handful of movie geeks as a 
newsgroup on a Usenet bulle- 
tin board. 

Founded by a British com- 
puter programmer named Col 
Needham, a very early incarna- 
tion launched in October 1990. 

In 1998, it was acquired as a sub- 
sidiary by amazon.com . 

By well over a decade, the site 
predates the “Web 2.0” era of 
YouTube and Facebook— it is 
emphatically old-school. 

Thankfully, IMDb hasn’t 
tried to update itself with a 


social-networking component, which just 
about every site has done in the last few 
years. Instead, it has stayed true to its sim- 
ple mission of supplying just about any- 
thing you’d want to know about just about 
every movie. Ever. 

The site boasts more than i million titles 
and at least 2.6 million names. Most every 
movie and TV show is listed 
with the complete cast and 
crew. It’s a reservoir of infor- 
mation including box-office 
numbers, reviews, trivia, trail- 
ers, quotes, soundtrack listings, 
mistakes and much more. 

The user ratings for films 
can often be a reasonable gauge 
for its popularity (the site also 
keeps track of the “Bottom 
100” and “Top 250” titles by 
ranking). For an aspiring actor, 
having your name on IMDb is 
an achievement in itself
